19. AN officers ehall he elected yearly except the Master, 
who retains his office so long as he is considered proficient 
by the Supreme Grand Master. 

„20. Notice of said election shall be given at least one 
month previous to the date of election and ehall be an- 


nounced in the Temple meeting one month before such 


election. l 

OI These are the written rules. All other rules concern- 
ing the officers, work, charter, cte., are only given by the 
Bupreme Grand Mester to the Master af the Lodge or 
Temple when euch Lodge or Temple ix formed.

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Seventh. The corrcetian of errors arising through ig- 
norance is the vehicle for the attainment of knowledge. 
When you recognize an error, you learn something. "This is 
the mystie sense of the statement made by Paul the In- 
iate, viz.: The law (Divine Mode of Action) is the School- 
master that leads me to Christ (Christos Knowledge). 

The correctior of errors arising through wilfulness is the 
vehiele for the attainment of character. ‘‘Blessed are the 
poor in spirit’? means Sanctioned of God are those who have 
diminished the dominance of their lower nature and have 
exalted the dominauce of the higher. 

‘That which lasts, that which ''passes through’? and en- 
dures forever is Divine Character and it is formed by the 
voluntary correction of error. Every aet that corrects an 
error is an act of redemption. There are three aspects of 
redemption. That of the redemption of the Individual en- 
tity; that of the race, aud in thé larger aspect that of the 
redemption of Creation, When eveation shall have accom- 
plished ils purpose, when all things shall have been fulfilled; 
when all error shall have been transformed into the Divine 
Harmony, then shall the end of the warld, typified by fire, 
be at hand; but the fire is the fervent heat of the Divine 
Love whieh shall be recognized everywhere and shall perme- 
nte everything.

MAGNETO-ALCHEMIC HEALING. 


From the most remote antiquity history has recorded the 
healing of the sick through Occult and Metaphysical forces 
directed and transmitted by one person to another.  . 

Wie learn that the transmission of these forces and in- 
fluenees takes place more or less under the objective eon. 
scious supervision of the operator according to plane of his 
Ocenlt development, and canse corresponding changes to 
oceur in the mind or body. of the person acted upon; the re- 
sults obtained depending upon several factors resident in 
both patient and healer. These factors involve to a large 
degree the patient's susceptibility to the influences of the 
special operator who may be treating him, as well as to his 
mental attitude toward the effeets of such eurative agency.

There are located also, in the substance of the spinal 


cord itself, centers which are higher in their offices than — 


those in the ganglin; and these again through ascending 


and descending nerve fibres iti the gray matter of the cord’ 


communicate with the highest general center, which is 
seated in the fourth part of the brain or the top structure

of the spinal cord, called the medulla oblongata, which is ` 


really the switch-board for everything passing between the 
brain above and the body below. Every nerve.fibre aud 
every arterial muscle eell in the body is indirectly con- 
nected with this principle vaso-motor nerve center. The 
arterial walls are also in sympathetic communication 
through nerves with the tissues surrounding them, and 
through these nerves there is 4 continuous, reciprocal ex- 
change of communication between the tissue cells of each 
area and the walls of the blood vessels supplying them with 
nutrition, which regulates the supply of the blood to them. 
The tissue cells and the muscular walls of all the arteries 
are moreover in close communication with all of the gangli- 
onic, spinal and chief centers, so that the center im the 


medulla really controls the whole eireulation. To under- . 


stand this eomplex mechanism and its physiology we must 


first’ recognize consciousness in every cell of the human.
